I*) 12, a splendid new building stood complete and ready fot occupancy by both * 
giade and high school students. The Hist principal of the new high school was Mi. Chafe Wilson. He was succeeded hy M, tt 
Minnie Merrill In the Inst giadualing class. 1 »> 13. were Her ilia Overboil and ('Italics Smith The class of 1914 a |y ( had only 
two giaduatcs Dakota Kirk and Henry Beard. 

The history of secondary education in the community, however, goes back much farther than the building described above 
In 1834.a masonry one-room building with wings called the “Academy" was elected. To this school went many of the anccs- 
lots ol tlic people now living in and around Hillsboro. This building was used until the early "eighties." Then it was deemed 
inadequate to meet Ihc needs of the school, as many outside students from other counties were coming in. A latgcr fiamc 
building was erected on tlic comer of the two main streets. The teachers at the Academy were among the most learned and 
cultured persons of the times, and included relatives of Pearl S. Buck. 

Ihllshoro High School continued to grow after 1912 and increased beyond expectations. After viewing the crowded condi¬ 
tions. the Board of Education purchased adjacent land and creeled a new graded school building in 1922 consisting of eight 
large classrooms and a four hundred fifty scat auditorium. The students of the elementary school and the high school were 
separated with the first eight grades occupying the new grade building. The 8-4 plan continued until 1947. At this time, the 
seventh and eighth grades weie included with the four high school grades in a 6-6 plan, which continues at the present time. 

The McNecI gymnasium was creeled in 1938 and was dedicated in 1939 during the first basketball game with Hillsboto 
playing Green Bank. Dt. Winters McNccI, fot whom the gymnasium was named, was the community physician and served on 
the Pocahontas County Board of Education. Mi. Frank Johnson was principal at this time. He served the high school from 
1924 to 1945 and was responsible for planting most of the trees and shrubbery which have beautified the grounds. 

The Vocational Agriculture program was re-established at the school in 1949. The building to house the department was 
completed in September. 1951. 


The Hillsboro Band was organized in 1953 and has been under the instruction of Mrs. Frances Eskridge since 1955. 


Hillsboro High School's library contains approximately 3.500 books geared to meet the student's needs. Records, maps, 
filmstrips, transparencies, and magazines arc available to both instructor and student.The Pearl Buck shelf contains all of bet 
books available, including the latest. 


Athletics have always played an important part in the school. Several graduates have won recognition on the college level 
Charley Hill set a record with the shot putt at West Virginia University. Alee McLaughlin became one of the state s best 
coaches. Sam Bartholomew played football at the University of Tennessee when they were considered national champions 
and played in the Rose Bowl his senior year. 

The Hillsboro Alumni Association keeps active and accurate records of the giaduatcs. Many of them have had distm- 
guished careers in many lines of endeavor. The annual spring meeting of the association is often attended by as many as -00. 

Mr Charles Moore, Principal of Hillsboro High School from 1953 to the present date, has summarized the endeavor of the 
school in a recent yearbook in these words: 

"When I consider that the graduates of Hillsboro High School will go into the world and poss.blv attempt to correct 
some of the evils confronting out modem civilization, it is my earnest hope that the education they have receive tete 
will help them to think and to judge carefully, objectively, inclusively, and reliably.

Our teachers are better prepared and certainly more knowledgeable than when I began 
to teach in 1938. The new consolidated high school will be able to offer a curriculum better geared to the needs of our mod¬ 
ern society; therefore, our children from the Hillsboro school community will continue, as they have in the past, to become 
useful and distinguished citizens of that society.
